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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant 
recites a trolley wheel assembly comprised of a hub and a wheel portion rotatably 
positioned around the hub and a sliding member positioned between the wheel portion 
and the hub portion where the sliding member defines mating surfaces for mating with 
corresponding surfaces on the hub and the wheel. The mating surface of the sliding 
member defines a radial projection circumferentlally around the sliding member, the 
radial projection is positioned inward of the ends of the wheel portion and the hub 
portion, the mating surfaces of the wheel and the hub encompass the radial projection 
of the sliding member and the radial projection is slidably mated with the surfaces of the 
wheel and the hub to facilitate rotation of the wheel about the hub. The deivice is further 
comprised of insert portions on the wheel and the hub, which define the mating surfaces 
of the wheel and the hub with the sliding member. 

The prior art made of reference, taken singularly or in combination, does not 
adequately disclose the features recited in the instant claims. Specifically, the prior art 
does not disclose the specific arrangement of a sliding member and insert portions 
between the wheel and the hub.
